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"  And  I  will  take 
you  one  of  a  city  and 
two  of  a  family,  saitli 
the  Lord,  and  I  will 
bring1  you  to  Zion." 
— Jeremiah  3:14. 

Those  words  are  the 
very  best  authority — 
the  words  of  the  Lord. 

In  answer  to  the 
prayer  uttered  by  a 
youth  in  faith  believ- 
ing, the  Gospel  of 
Jesus  Christ  has  been 
established,  we  be- 
lieve, as  we  are  en- 
deavoring to  teach  it. 
An  important  part  of 
this  work  is  to  carry 
the  message  of  truth 
1o  all  people.  When 
this  shall  have  been 
completed,     then,     as 


noi  lovo 
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and  Savior  Jesus 
Christ,  will  come 
again  to  the  earth. 

To  preach  the 
Gospel,  we  send  out 
into  the  world  those 
A"  ho  are  comparatively 
young,  without  much 
training  or  education, 
scientifically  not  pre 
pared  to  cany  this 
message. 

One  of  them,  while 
he  was  in  the  mission 
field,  met  a  scholarly 
friend  who  asked : 
'Do  you  mean  to  tell 
me,  my  boy,  that  you 
are  here  to  preach  the 
Gospel,  and  that  you 
have  not  been  trained 
in  it?    That  vou  have 
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not  been  prepared  by  devoting  years  of 
study  to  the  scriptures  and  learning 
languages  and  history?" 

To  Tell  the  Truth. 

The  young  elder  modestly  answered: 
"  My  friend,  a  man  does  not  need  to 
know  very  much  just  to  tell  the  truth, 
and  that  is  all  I  am  here  for. ' ' 

These  messengers  have  gone  into 
nearly  every  part  of  the  world,  have 
stood  before  the  people,  and  have  spoken 
with  authority.  A  faithful  few,  in  all 
parts  of  the  world,  have  recognized  in 
their  words  the  voice  of  the  Good  Shep- 
herd. By  the  thousands  they  have  come 
into  the  tops  of  these  everlasting  hills. 
gathered  out  from  the  four  quarters  of 
the  earth,  "one  of  a  city  and  two  of  a 
family,"  and  here  they  are  where  "the 
mountain  of  the  Lord's  house  "  is  establ- 
ished. 

Consider  the  exact  words  of  the  scrip- 
ture: 

"  In  the  last  days  "  (whenever  they 
are;  we  think  they  are  now)  "  it  shall 
come  to  pass  that  the  mountain  of  the 
Lord's  house  shall  be  established  in  the 
tops  of  the  mountains."  And  here  we 
believe  it  is  established.  "  It  shall  be 
exalted  above  the  hills,  and  people  shall 
flow  unto  it." 

Could  a  prophecy  be  more  accurately 
fulfilled  than  this  one  has.  been? 

"And  many  shall  come  and  say,  Come, 
let  us  go  up  to  the  mountain  of  the 
Lord,  to  the  house  of  the  God  of  Jacob, 
that  we  may  learn  of  his  ways,  and  that 
we  may  walk  in  his  paths." 

A  Peculiar  People. 

Here  in  these  everlasting  bills,  a 
peculiar  people  are  struggling  to  live  and 
make  knonw  the  Gospel  of  Jesus  Christ. 
In  accordance  with  prophecy,  these 
chosen  few  have  come  together,  "  one 
of  a  city  and  two  of  a  family,"  from  all 
parts  of  the  world. 

'Where  else  on  earth,"  said  Herbert 
Hoover  as  he  stood  at  the  west  of  this 
Tabernacle,  "  can  you  find  so  few  who 
have  done  so  much?  Do  you  mean  to 
teel  me  that  you  have  in  your  Church, 
President  Grant,  only  half  a  million?" 


"  That  is  all — only  a  little  over  half  a 
million. " 

"  Where  can  you  find  so  few  who  have 
accomplished  so  much?"  asked  Mi'. 
Hoover.  "  Why,  you  can  cover  them 
up  with  a  hat." 

James  H.  Movie  from  this  stand  about 
two  weeks  ago  stated  that  many  of  this 
people  in  city  of  New  York  are  employed 
by  leading  companies  and  institutions ; 
and  without  an  exception,  those  who  had 
paid  their  tithing,  and  had  remembered 
the  Church,  have  retained  their  positions 
and  are  still  employed  in  these  seven • 
times.  Why?  The  principal  reason  is 
that  they  possess  the  quality  for  which 
the  world  is  bidding  and  for  which  it  is 
always  willing  to  pay  a  handsome  price. 
They  have  what  is  called  dependability. 

For  Sobriety. 

For  what  do  we  stand?  First  of  all 
for  faith  in  Divine  Providence?  We 
stand  for  sobriety.  Those  hwo  pay  their 
tithes  and  are  faithful  Latter-day  Saints 
are  sober.  They  are  not  men  who  drink. 
No  man  who  drinks  is  dependable. 

The  slogan  of  the  Mutuals  for  this 
year  is,  "  We  stand  for  loyal  adherence 
to  Latter-day  Saint  ideals."  Among 
these  ideals  are  honesty,  honor,  and  de- 
pendability. One  man  said  to  me:  "In 
the  Church  you  are  placing  undue  em- 
phasis upon  three  non-essentials." 

"'  What  are  they?" 

"Tea,  coffee,   and  tobacco." 

He  was  not  ready  to  name  liquor  as 
one  of  the  non-essentials ;  but  he  did 
name  tea,  coffee,  and  tobacco.. 

New,  I  know  that  tea,  coffee,  and 
tobacco'  are  injurious.  Other  things  be- 
ing equal,  the  individual  who  uses  them 
will  not  succeed  so  well  as  he  who  does 
not.  His  health  will  not  be  so  good,  he 
will  not  make  such  a  success  as  he  would 
without  these  stimulants. 

The  five  auxiliary  organizations  of  the 
Church — the  Relief  Society,  the  Sunday 
school,  the  two  Mutual  Improvement 
associations,  and  the  Primary  assoc'a- 
tion — have  combined  in  a  warfare 
against  the  use  of  tobacco. 
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Anti-Tobacco  Week. 

We  are  to  have  an  anti-tobacco  week, 
beginning  the  18th  day  of  May  and  clos- 
ing Sunday  evening,  May  24th.  We 
hope  to>  have  in  this.  Tabernacle  on  May 
24th  an  anti-tobacco  program ;  to  have 
some  of  our  athletse  hwo  have  made 
world  records  stand  here  and  tell  how 
they  have  benefited  from  avoiding  liquor, 
tobacco,  tea  and  coffee. 

Dr.  Ephraim  E.  Erickson,  from  a 
different  point  of  view,  wrote  me  this 
letter: 

I  believe  there  is  one  fundamental 
reason  why  Mormon  boys  and  girls 
should  abstain  from  the  use  of  tobacco, 
namely,  MORMONS  DO  NOT  SMOKE. 
The  non-use  of  tobacco,  is  a  Mormon  in- 
stitution ;  to  disregard  it  is  to  undermine 
one  of  its  supporting  pillars.  All  of  the 
distinctive  elements  of  Mormonism  are 
interwoven  into  a  great  unified  system 
of  values,  and  to.  Aveaken  any  one  of 
these  may  lead  to  the  loss  of  the  appre- 
ciation of  the  whole  spiritual  structure. 
Everywhere  in  our  communities  we  see 
evidence  of  this.  Smokers  remain  Later- 
day  Saints  only  in  name. 

"  To-  rationalize  upon  something  re- 
gaded  as  sacred  is  in  a  sense  to  apologize 
for  it.  Whatever  may  be  the  reason  we 
give  for  the  non  use  of  tobacco,  to  the 
loyal  Latter-day  Saint,  these  will  seem 
petty  in  comparison  with  the  immediate 
and  deeplv  rooted  conviction,  MOR- 
MONS DO  NOT  SMOKE:.  In  fact  to 
justify  the  non-use  of  tobacco  on  grounds 
of  health,  mental  power  and  industrial 
efficiency,  simply  means  that  the  sacred 
imperative  is  dragged  down  to  the  level 
of  those  values.  I  believe  that  the  Word 
of  Wisdom  is  in  the  interests  of  health 
mental  power,  industrial  efficiency  and 
spiritual  living,  just  as  is  every  other 
religious  and  moral  principle  taught  by 
the  Church  ;  but  it  has  also  a  profound 
additional  intrinsic  value.  Latter-day 
Saints  reverence  the  Word  of  Wisdom  ; 
to  them  it  is  sacred.  A  hundred  years  of 
intensive  group  experience  are  embodied 
in  it.  It  has  become  more  than  an  in- 
strument to  the  other  values.  It  is  a 
value  of  itself.'* 


With  What  Result. 

Is  the  language  we  use  too  strong?  Are 
we  emphasizing  too  much  the  effects. of 
tobacco?  Aren't  these  effects  serious? 
Are  we  emphasizing  too  much  the  effects 
of  liquor,  tea  and  coffee? 

We  have  struggled  to  bring  up  a 
generation  of  young  men  and  young 
women  who  will  live  in  accordance  with 
the  Word  of  Wisdom,  using  no'  liquor,  no 
tea,  no  coffee,  no  tobacco.  With  what 
result?  That  they  are  found  in  every 
part  of  the  land  where  men  of  depend- 
ability are  required. 

In  the  city  of  Washington,  a  bulletin 
board  reaching  almost  from  the  ceiling 
to.  the  floor  announces  the  heads  of  the 
various  departments.  At  the  top  it 
bears  the  name  of  a  boy  born  in  the 
backwoods  of  Mormondom,  Dr.  Melvin 
C.  Merrill,  chief  of  the  department  of 
investigators  and  scholar ;  165  trained 
experts,  and  the  man  at  the  top,  the  son 
jof  one  /of  these  chosen  few  gathered, 
from  all  parts  of  the  earth.  Strong, 
vigorous,  dependable,  able,  their  de- 
scendants are  standing  at  the  head  of 
great  institutions,  because  they  have 
lived  in  accordance  with  these  teachings. 

W7hat  effects  does  one  cup  of  tea  ha^ve? 
Or  one  cup  of  coffee,  one  cigar,  or  one 
glass  of  beer  ?  David  Starr  Jordan  says  : 
"My  answer  invariably  is:  One  cup  of 
coffee  or  one  cup  of  tea,  one  cigarette, 
or  one  glass  of  beer,  is  just  a  little  pinch 
of  sand  put  in  the  grease." 

Dr.  Jordan's  Book. 

I  recommend  Dr.  Jordan's  little  book, 
"  The  Strength  of  Being  Clean."  Many 
of  you  have  read  it.  Read  it  again.  Years 
ago  en  a  train  going  to  Denver  I  learned 
that  Dr.  Jordan  was  to  speak  in  one  of 
the  churches.  Having  never  met  him 
I  went  to  the  church  and  heard  him  de- 
liver the  address,  prepared  originally  for 
the  American  soldiers  on  their  road  to 
the  Philippines.  I  have  heard  few  ad- 
dresses out  of  which  I  gained  richer  or 
more  admirable  lessons. 

Here  are  a  few  paragraphs. 

"  The  basis    of     intemperance     is  the 
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effort  to  secure  through  drugs  the  feeling 
of  happiness  when  happiness  does  not 
exist.  Men  destroy  their  nervous  system 
for  the  tingling  pleasures  they  feel  as  its 
ifsturctures  are  torn  apart.  There  are 
many  drugs  that  cause  this  pleasure,  and 
in  proportion  to  the  delight  they  seem 
to  give,  is  the  real  mischief  they  work.  * 
They  give  a  feeling  of  pleasure  or  rest, 
when  rest  or  pleasure  does  not  exist. 

Alcohol  gives  a  feeling  of  warmth  or 
vigor  or  exhilaration,  when  the  real 
warmth  or  vigor  or  exhilaration  does  not 
exist.  Tobacco  gi\es  a  feeling  of  rest 
which  is  not  restfulness.  Opium  seems 
to  intensify  the  imagination,  giving  its 
clumsy  wings  a  wondrous  power  of  flight. 
It  destroys  the  sense  of  time  and  space 
alone  that  man  has  his  being.  Cocaine 
gives  a  strength  which  is  not  strength. 
Strychinine  quickens  the  motor  response 
which  follows  sensation.  Coffee  and  tea, 
like  alcohol,  enable  one  to  borrow  from 
his  future  store  of  force  for  present  pur- 
poses ;  but  none  of  these  make  any  pro- 
vision for  paying  back  the  loan.  One  and 
all  their  function  is  to  force  the  nervous 
system  to  lie.  One  and  all  the  result  of 
their  habitual  use  is  to  render  the  ner- 
vous system  incapable  of  ever  telling  the 
truth.  Their  supposed  pleasures  are  fol- 
lowed by  a  reaction  of  subjective  pains 
as  spurious  and  as  unreal  as  the  pleas- 
ures which  they  follow.  Each  of  them, 
if  used  to  excess,  brings  in  time  insanity, 
incapacity  and  death.  With  each  of 
them,  the  first  use  makes  the  second 
easier.  To  yield  to  temptation,  makes  it 
easier  to  yield  again.  The  weakening 
effect  on  the  will  is  greater  than  the  in 
jury  to  the  body." 

Scholar  and  Scientist. 

How  do  you  like  that  language — the 
language  of  a  scholar  and  a  scientist? 

Some  six  years  ago,  in  the  San 
Francisco  Examiner.  Mr.  Arthur  Mc- 
Ewen  gave  the  words  of  an  old  sailor, 
called  'Longshore  Pots,'  in  a  striking 
account  of  what  he  calls  '  The  Shock.' 

"  A  young  man  with  money  and  am- 
bition starts  out  to  enjoy  life.  He  is 
Hail  fellow  well  met,'  '  afraid  of  no 
man,'    and    'nobody's    enemy    but    his 


own.'  He  frequents  the  clubs;  he  plays 
the  races,  and  he  is  with  the  gayest  in 
all  gay  company.  He  thinks  well  of  him- 
self;  he  has  a  good  time,  and  he  knows 
no  reason  why  others  should  not  think 
well  of  him.  This  goes  on  for  a  year  or 
two,  when  the  pace  begins  to  prove  too 
rapid.  The  '  difference  in  the  morning  ' 
becomes  disagreeable.  It  interferes  with 
business,  it  spoils  pleasure.  The  only 
thing  to  do  is  to  go  still  faster.  The 
Tace  down  the  cocktail  route  helps  to  for- 
get. Suddenly  the  man  gets  sight  of  him- 
self. He  catches  his  face  in  the  glass. 
He  sees  himself  as  others  see  him.  In- 
stead of  '  the  jolly  good  fellow,  which  no- 
body can  deny,'  he  gets  the  glimpse  of  a 
useless,  helpless  set.  He  sees  a  man  who 
has  spent  his  substance,  has  disgraced 
his  name,  has  ruined  his  home,  has 
broken  the  heart  of  his  wife,  has  beggard 
his  children,  has  lost  the  respect  of 
others,  and  the  respect  of  himself.  This 
is  the  shock!  When  it  has  come,  he  is 
henceforth  good  for  nothing,  for  there  is 
no  virtue  in  maudlin  remorse ;  no  hope 
in  alcoholic  repentance.  There  is  nothing 
that  can  save  him  but  to  stop,  and  it 
takes  something  of  manhood  to  do  this." 

Dependability. 

We  are  aiming  to  bring  up  a  genera- 
tion whose  outstanding  quality  will  be  de 
pendability,  a  generation  who,  with  the 
five  talents  iGrod  has  given  them,  will 
make  five  talents  more. 

In  conclusion,  I  make  you  this  pledge, 
asking  you  to  make  the  same  pledge  in 
your  own  hearts.  I  learned  it  from  one 
of  the  outstanding  engineers  in  our 
state : 

"  God  helping  me,"  (he  made  this 
pledge  in  the  days  of  his  youth  and  he 
said  he  had  been  guided  by  it  e^er  since.) 
"  I  promise  not  to  buy,  drink,  sell,  or 
give  alcoholic  liquor  while  I  live.  From 
all  tobacco  I  will  abstain  and  never  take 
God's  name  in  vain." 

So  to  you,  members  of  the  Pioneer 
stake  and  to  you  who  may  be  listening 
in,  I  make  this  pledge,  and  appeal  to 
you  to  make  it  in  your  own  hearts,  as 
did  H.  T.  Plumb  in  the  days  of  his 
youth. 
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This  is  the  teaching  of  the  church, 
practised  by  the  choice  'few  that  have 
come  from  Sweden,  Denmark,  Norway, 
Germany,  France,  England,  and  all  a- 
round  the  world — people  gathered  from 
all  nations  into-  the  tops  of  these  moun- 
tains, "  one  of  a  family  and  two  of  a 
city."  And  their  sons  who  have  lived  in 
accordance  with  this  pledge  hold  places 
of  responsibility  everywhere ;  even  in 
that  great  business  center,  New  York, 
They  have  clearness  of  vision,  steadiness 
of  nerve,  and  that  outstanding  character- 
istic, dependability,  for  which  the  world 
is  always  bidding,  for  which"  it  is  ever 
ready  and  willing  to  pay. 


AN    APOSTLE    OF    JESUS    CHRIST 
DIES. 

Elder  Orson  F.  Whitney  of  the  Council 
of  the  Twelve  Apostles  died  at  5.59  a.m. 
Saturday,  May  16th  at  Salt  hake  City 
of  heart  trouble  brought  on  by  an  attack 
of  pneumonia.  He  had  been  ill  for  about 
a  month.  Elder  Whitney  was  in  his  76th 
year. 

In  the  death  of  Orson  F.  Whitney,  the 
Church  has  lost  one  of  its  outstanding 
exponents.  He  was  known  far  and  wide 
as  a  scholar  of  distinction,  as  a  poet  of 
rarest  insight  and  as  a  teacher  beloved 
by  all  who'  heard  him. 

Funeral  services  were  conducted  the 
following  Sunday  for  Elder  Whitney  in 
the  Great  Mormon  Tabernacle,  in  Salt 
Lake  City,  which  could  not  accomodate 
the  thousands  who  desired  to  pay  their 
last  respects  to  this  great  man.  President 
Heber  J.  Grant  conducted  the  services. 
An  Apostle  dies,  a  prophet  conducts  his 
funeral. 

In  the  Church  of  Jesus  Christ,  the 
Quorum  of  Twelve  Apostles  is  perpet- 
uated, however,  the  successor  to  this 
holy  office  lias  not  been  announced  in 
South  Africa. 

Ephesians  4:  11-14  is  interesting  in  con- 
temlation  of  the  death  of  Elder  Whitney, 
because  of  his  being  a-  special  witness  of 
the  Master  and  of  the  divinity  of  His 
mission.     (Italics  inserted  by  editor)  : 

"And  He  gave  some,  apostles; 
and       some,       prophets ;       and       some, 


evangelists :  and  some,  pastors  and 
teachers;  what  far — For  the  perfect- 
ing of  the  saints,  for  the  work  of  the 
ministry,  for  the  edefying  of  the  body  of 
Christ:  flow  long,  were  they  to  remain  1^~ 
Till  we  all  come  hi  the  unity  of  the  faith, 
and  of  the  knowledge  of  the  son  of  God, 
unto  a  perfect  man,  unto  the  measure  of 
the  stature  of  the  fulness  of  Christ: 
For  what  pwrpost — That  we  henceforth 
he  no  more  children,  tossed  to  and  fro, 
and  carried  about,  with  every  wind  of 
doctrine,  by  the  sleight  of  men,  and 
cunning  craftiness,  whereby  they  lie  in 
wail  to  dec*  ive  ;  but  speaking  the  trutli 
in  love,  may  grow  up  into  him  in  all 
things,  which  is  the  head,  even  Christ." 

Apostle  Whitney  truly  conformed  to 
the  above  words  of  Paul  and  fulfilled  a 
mission  in  earth  life,  with  love  unfeigned 
and  with  an  undying  purpose  to  preach 
Jesus  Christ  and  him  crucified. 

The  following  paragraph  will  indicate 
the  strength  of  his  thought  and  written 
word  : 

BETTER  THAN  BOOKS. 

No  book,  however  good;  no  tradition 
however,  venerable,  is  a  sufficient  guide 
tor  a  progressive  people  on  their  way  to 
the  Celestial  Kingdom.  We  have  some- 
thing better  than  books — far  better  than 
the  best  of  them.  We  have  divine 
authority,  which  constitutes  the  men 
holding  its  agents  and  representatives  of 
the  Almighty ;  and  whatsoever  they  do 
by  virtue  of  that  spirit  of  their  holy  call- 
ing, is  just  as  valid  an'd  binding  and  just 
as  acceptable  to  God,  as  though  he  were 
present  in  person  saving  and  doing  what 
his  servants  say  and  do  for  him.  That  is 
what  it  means  tc  bear  the  Priesthood — 
Apostle  Orson  F.   Whitney. — D.

The 
good  Shelver  family  became  converted 
and  requested  sister  Jubber  to  get  some- 
one sent  there  to  baptise  them.  As  a  con- 
sequence, of  this  unique  bit  of  mission- 
ary work,  President  Thomas  Y.  Wilson, 
Elders  Robert  John  Evans  and  John 
Henry  Smith  were  sent  there  and  bapt- 
ised the  entire  family  of  twelve  persons 
Feb.  15th  1931. 

Many  members  of  the  Mission  are  do- 
ing excellent  missionary  work  in  teach- 
ing and  preaching  the  gospel  and  break- 
ing down  prejudice  so  that  the  Elders 
can  do  more  effectual  work.  Many  bapt- 
isms result  from  the  efforts  of  the  mem- 
bers. 

Space  will  not  permit  the  mention  of 
the  names  and  circumstances  of  conver- 
sion of  many  of  our  members  through 
the  consistent  and  faithful  labors  of  other 
members  in  missionary  work.  Suffice 
it  to  say  that  much  good  is  done  by  the 
members  living  and  teaching  the  gospel. 
Even  if  their  names  are  not  mentioned 
here  they  shall  live  in  retrospection  of  a 
rich  life  in  the  gospel  and  if  faithful  day 
by  day,  join  the  Master  in  the  Celestial 
degree  o<f  glory. 

It  should  be  added  that  the  Mormon 
Church,  in  the  main,  is  made  up  of 
people  who  have  large  families,  or  come 
from  them.        As  a  result  the  spirit  of 


sharing,  unselfishness,  economy,  thrift 
and  charity  is  very  noticible.  Likewise, 
love,  devotion,  obedience,  humility  and 
sacrifice,  together,  with  contented  and 
happy  minds  is  characteristic  of  the 
members  of  the  true  Mormon  families. 

May  the  Lord  bless  the  members  of 
the  Mission  to  live  true  to  the  ideals  of 
Mormonism,  which  is  the  gospel  of  Jesus 
Christ,  and  teach  it  to  neighbor  and 
friend  and  relative. — D. 


A  MESSAGE  FROM  THE  GENERAL 

BOARDS     OF     THE     AUXILIARIES 

AND  BOARD  OF  EDUCATION. 


As  stated  by  the  First  Presidency,  al- 
most a  hundred  years  ago,  the  members 
of  this  Church  received  a  revelation 
from  the  Lord  known  as  the  Word  of 
Wisdom,  which  declares  that  tobacco  is 
not  good  for  man. 

To  use  tobacco  saddles  youth  with  a 
serious  handicap.  Young  people  who  are 
striving  for  the  finer  and  more  valuable 
things  of  life  should  refuse  to>  be  shackled 
by  the  tobacco  habit.  Success  in  life  is 
made  more  difficult  by  the  tobacco  habit 
formed  in  the  adolescent  ]3eriod. 

Lasting  joy  and  permanent  satisfaction 
do  not  come  by  chance  ;  they  are  not  the 
result  of  carlessness  or  self-indulgence ; 
nor  do  they  follow  indifference  to  worth- 
while things.  The  best  in  life  comes  only 
to  those  who  obey  the  laws  of  life.  Note 
some  of  the  ways  in  which  the  use  of 
tobacco'  reacts  against  success: 

1.  Tobacco  enslaves  its  victims. 

The  tobacco*  habit,  once  acquired,  is 
very  difficult  to  give  up.  It  quickly  be- 
comes the  master,  the  user  its  slave. 

2.  Tobacco  impairs  health. 

To  the  growing  youth,  especially, 
tobacco  is  both  a  physical  and  a  mental 
handicap.  Most  athletics  coaches  forbid 
their  athletes  to  use  it.  Educators  agree 
that,  as  a  class,  young  folks  addicated 
to  tobacco  are  low  in  scholarship. 

3.  Tobacco  is  offensive  to  most  non- 
users. 
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As  a  rule,  tobacco  is  distasteful,  often 
obnoxious,  to  those  who  dot  not  use  it. 
Smokers  soon  become  indifferent  ap- 
parently to  the  annoyance  and  discomfort 
that  smoking  inflicts  upon  fchier  neigh- 
bors. 

The  human  body,  which  nature  in- 
tended should  be  clean  and  wholesome, 
the  tobacco  habit  fouls  and  defiles. 

4.  The  tobacco  habit  costs  fortunes. 
The  mere  cost  of  the  habitual  use   of 

tobacco  may  be  great  enough  to  keep 
poor  one  who  might  otherwise  become 
well-to-do.  At  compound  interest  the 
money  paid  for  tobacco  by  one  who  uses 
it  from  15  to  50  years  of  age,  amount  to 
more  than  $8,000.00.  The  vice-president 
of  one  of  Salt  Lake  City's  prominent 
banks,  recently  told  the  seniors  of  the 
West  High  School  that  the  average 
cigaret  smoker,  in  a  period  of  only  six 
years,  wastes  enough  on  tobacco  to  pay 
his  tuition  through  college. 

5.  Tobacco  is  an  unclean  thing. 

To  clean  up  the  filth  caused  by  chewers 
and  smokers,  in  hotels,  railroad  cars, 
homes  and  on  the  streets,  cost  the  public 
millions  of  dollars  every  year. 

6.  To  abstain  from  tobacco  is  the  Lat- 
ter-day Saint  way.  We  should  not  smoke. 
Smoking  impairs  spirituality,  decreases 
strength  of  will,  and  weakens  manhood. 

Small  differences  in  interest,  slight  in- 
equalities in  efficiency,  often  decide  who 
shall  make  failures,  and  who  shall  suc- 
ceed in  life.  Great  men  are  often  but 
slightly  more  efficient  than  other  men. 

The  world's  fastest  runner,  with  a  re- 
cord of  9.4  seconds  for  the  hundred  yard 
dash  is  only  6%  faster  than  thousands  of 
others,  who  run  the  same  distance  in  ten 
seconds  The  usual  margin  between  suc- 
cess and  failure  is  extremely  narrow 
Young  folks  who  use  tobacco  are  taking 
a  tremendous  risk. 

The  greatest  satisfaction  known  to 
man  is  net  pleasure  but  joy  ;  and  joy  a- 
rises  from  a  well-directed  life.  This 
abundant  life,  as  it  is  sometimes  called, 
lies  within  the  reach  of  everyone.  It  is 
the  goal  to  which  every  human  being,  at 
sime  time  or  other,  aspires,  the  goal  he 
hopes  to  reach.  Yet,  notwithstanding 
this  universal  desire,  men  fall  into  habits 


or  resort  to  practises  that  make  this  last- 
ing satisfaction  increasingly  difficult  and 
sometimes  impossible. 

The  use  of  tobacco,  as  we  have  seen, 
constitutes  a  serious  handicap  to  those 
who  are  striving  for  "the  things  which 
are  more  excellent."  At  best,  it  is  but 
the  gratification  of  a  self-created  appetite 
— the  indulgence  of  an  unnatural  desire. 
It  renders  success  more  difficult,  it  vio- 
lates a  divine  law. 

We  appeal  to  all  members  of  the 
Church,  both  old  and  young,  to  resolve 
that  they  will  obey  the  will  of  the  Lord 
on  this  subject,  and  thereby  secure  for 
themselves  the  blessings  promised  for 
this  obedience.

MESSAGE   FROM  THE  FIRST 
PRESIDENCY. 


It  is  now  nearly  one  hundred  years 
since  the  Lord,  through  Joseph  Smith, 
gave  to  the  Saints  what  is  known  as  the; 
Word  of  Wisdom — a  revelation  "To  be 
sent  greeting  ;  not  by  commandment  or 
constraint,  but  by  revelation  and  the 
Word  of  Wisdom,  showing  forth  the  or- 
der and  will  of  God  in  the  temporal 
salvation  of  all  Saints  in  the  last  days — 
given  for  a  principle  with  promise,  a- 
dapted  to  the  capacity  of  the  weak  and 
the  weakest  of  all  Saints,  who  are  or 
can  be  called  Saints." 

The  Church  has  constantly  urged  its 
members  to  follow  "the  will  of  God" 
with  respect  to  the  use  of  tobacco,  and, 
we  believe,  with  gratifying  success;  but 
never  before  have  the  emissaries  of  the 
tobacco'  interests  been  so  active  as  now 
in  the  endeavor  to  fasten  the  cigaret  habit 
upon  our  boys  and  girls.  These  words  of 
the  revelation,  therefore,  seem  especially 
significant:  "Behold,  verily,  thus  saith 
the  Lord  unto  you  :  In  consequence  of 
evils  and  designs  which  do  and  will  exist 
in  the  hearts  of  conspiring  men  in  the 
last  days,  I  have  warned  you,  and  fore- 
warn you,  by  giving  you  this  Word  of 
Wisdom  by  revelation." 

In  view  of  the  present  conditions  we 
feel  constrained  to  call  upon  ail  Saints  to 
be  faithful  in  observing  the  warning  con- 
tained in  this  revelation,  that  they  may 
enjoy  the  wonderful  promises  made  by 
the  Lord  to  those  who  wTalk  in  obedience 
toi  His  commandments. 

We  commend  the  efforts  of  the  Auxil- 
iaries and  other  agencies  in  showing  the 
evil  effects  of  the  cigaret  habit,  and  by 
overcoming  these  powerful  and  insidious 
influences  with  moral  suasion  and  relig- 
ious conversion.
